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npHE  great  and  peculiar  Advantages  refulting 
from  Difpenfaries,  for  adminiftering  Relief  by 

Advice  and  Medicine  to  the  Poor  at  their  own 
Habitations,  as  well  as  at  the  Difpenfaries  them- 
felves,  are  fufficiently  obvious,  not  only  from  the 
daily  Increafe  of  thefe  Inftitutions,  but  more  efpe- 
cially  from  the  general  Support  and  univerfal  Ap-*' 
probation  bellowed  upon  them*,  It  may  be  fuffU 
cient,  therefore,  to  fay,  that fuch  is  the  Nature  and 
Delign  of  the  New  Finjbury  Difpenfary •  But  as  all 
human  Syliems  and  Inditutions,  when  founded  upon 


new 
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new  Principles,  mu  ft  from  their  Nature  be  liable  to 
Imperfections,  which  Time  only  can  difcover,  and 
future  Improvements  remedy' — And  as  Difpenfaries 
themfelves,  however  laudable  their  Deftgn,  were 
upon  their  firft  Eftablifhment  in  many  refpedts  de¬ 
fective  j  it  necefiarily  follows,  that  the  l at  eft  Infti- 
tutioii  will  in  alt  Probability  be  the  mo ftperfeff. 

The  Promoters,  therefore,  of  this  charitable 
Eftablifhment,  may,  it  is  hoped,  without  Prefump- 
tion,  flatter  themfelves,  that  it  is  founded  upon 
Principles  the  moft  liberal,  ufeful,  and  unexcep¬ 
tionable  of  any  extant ;  more  efpecially  ftnee  no 
Pains  have  been  fpared  to  examine  the  Rules  and 
Orders  by  which  other  fimilar  Inftitutions  are  re¬ 
gulated— and  every  Endeavour  hath  been  ufed  by 
guarding  againft  thofe  Evils  which  prevail  in  feme, 
and  adding  thofe  Advantages  which  are  found  in 
others,  to  render  the  Nezv  Finjbury  Difpenfary  as 
perfect  as  poflibleT  -  - 

The  Prefervation  of  Order,  Regularity,  and 
Unanimity — the  Eftablifhment  of  Economy  in  the 
Management  of  the  Charity — the  Prevention  of 
Abufes  in  the  Election  of  Officers — and  in  fhort,  the 
promoting  with  Efficacy  the  charitable  Purpofes  of 
the  Inftitution,  have  been  the  great  Aim.

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It  is  well  known  that  the  Diforders  of  the  Poor 
frequently  arife,  not  fo  much  from  the  fudden  and 
violent  Attacks  of  Difeafe,  as  from  the  natural 
Effedts  of  thofe  Wants  incidental  to  their  Situation; 
and  that  in  fome  particular  Cafes,  a  little  nutritious 
Diet,  in  order  to  affift  the  Operation  of  Medicine, 
is  found  abfolutely  neceffiary  to  the  Refloration  of 
Health. — Together,  therefore,  with  medicinal  A  fi¬ 
ll  fiance,  the  New  Finjbury  Difpenfary  adrhiniflers 
to  the  Poor,  from  Time  to  Time,  at  the  Difcretion 
of  the  Phyfician,  that  falutary  Food,  which  they 
cartnot  procure  for  themfelves,  and  without  which, 
there  can  be  no  Probability  of  their  Recovery.

It  is  no  fmall  Pleafure  to  obferve,  that  this  new 
Mode  of  Relief  has  been  in  the  highell  Degree 
beneficial. — The  happy  Efficacy  of  it  is  proved  by 
living  Witnefies  who  were  palfed  all  Power  of  Me¬ 
dicine,  and  mu  ft  have  perifhed  without  this  Indul¬ 
gence  ;  and  the  additional  Expence  attending  it  has 
been  amply  recompenfed  by  the  Liberality  of  fome 
Gentlemen  who  knew  the  Fadts. 

There  is  no  Need  of  dwelling  upon  the  Excel¬ 
lency  of  this  Inflitution;  it  fpeaks  fufficiently  for 
itfelf ;  and  there  can  be  no  Doubt,  but  that  thePublic 
will  chearfully  and  generoufly  contribute  to  its 
Profperity.  It  is  very  evident,  from  the  Number 
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and  Extent  of  the  Diftricts  included  in  the  Plan# 
and  the  Multitude  of  diftrelfed  Poor  with  which 
they  abound,  together  with  the  central  Situation

I.  r|^HIS  Charity  conhfls  of  a  Prefident,  Vice- 
-*■  Prefidents,  a  Treafurer,  and  Governors,  to¬ 
gether  with  fuch  Officers  and  Servants  as  are  neceffi 
fary  for  conducting  the  Bulinefs  of  the  Charity. 

II.  All  Perfons  fubferibing  One  Guinea  annually, 
will  be  deemed  Governors,t  fo  long  as  fuch  Subfcrip- 
tion  fhall  be  continued,  and  will  be  entitled  to  have 
me  Patient  on  the  Books  at  a  Time,*  and  all  Perfons 
fubferibing  Two  Guineas  annually,  will  be  entitled 
to  have  two  Patients  on  the  Books  at  a  Time ;  and  fo 
in  Proportion  to  the  Number  of  Guineas  fubferibed^ 

III.  All  Perfons  fubferibing  Ten  Guineas,  or 
contributing  to  that  Amount  within  the  Year,  will 
be  deemed  Governors  for  Life,  and  entitled  to  have 
two  Patients  on  the  Books  at  a  Time.

IV.  Upon  the  Payment  of  a  Legacy  to  this  Cha¬ 
rity,  the  Perfon  appointed  to  pay  the  fame  will  be. 
deemed  a  Governor  for  one  Year  from  the  Time  of 
fuch  Payment. 

V.  A  Governor  may  appoint  any  other  to  fign 
his  Letters  of  Recommendation,  by  fending  Notice 
in  Writing  to  the  Difpenfary.

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VI.  A  General  Meeting  will  be  held  on  the  third 
Tuefday  in  the  Months  of  October,  January,  April, 
and  July,  at  Seven  o’Clock  in  the  Evening  precifely ; 
at  which  Meeting  Seven  Governors  (hall  be  deemed 
a  competent  Number  to  proceed  upon  Bufinefs. 

VII.  At  the  General  Meeting  in  October,  Thirty 
Governors  lhall  be  chofen  out  of  the  Body  of  the 
Subfcribers  at  large,  who,  together  with  the  Preli- 
dent,  Vice-Prehdents,  and  Treafurer,  lhall  conffi- 
tute  a  Committee  for  the  enduing  Year ;  which  Com¬ 
mittee  (three  of  whom  lhall  make  a  Board,)  are  to 
meet  at  theDifpenfary  on  the  firft  Thurfday  in  every 
Month,  not  only  to  confult  and  advife  upon  fuch 
Bye-Laws,  Rules,  or  Orders,  as  may  appear  necef- 
fary  for  the  Regulation  of  the  Charity,  but  alfo  to 
hear  Complaints  refpecting  either  the  Officers,  Ser¬ 
vants,  or  Patients,  and  to  take  into  Confideration 
iuch  Matters  and  Things  as  may  be  regularly  laid 
before  them,  and  to  fummon  a  General  Meeting 
whenever  they  lhall  fee  Occahon. 

VIII.  At  every  General  Meeting  the  Committee 
fhall  deliver  a  Report  of  their  Proceedings  in  the 
three  laft  Months,  figned  by  their  Chairman,  which 
fhall  be  publicly  read  by  the  Secretary  for  the  Con¬ 
fideration  of  the  Governors  then  prefent. 

XX.  No  Bye-Law,  Rule,  Order,  or  Refolution, 
made  by  the  Committee,  lhall  be  binding,  or  have 
any  Force  or  Effecd,  until  the  lame  be  agreed  to 
and  confirmed  by  a  General  Meeting  ;  except  only 
fuch  Orders  as  lhall  relate  to  the  Payment  of  Money 
in  the  regular  Courfe  of  Bulinefs.  The  fame  Me¬ 
thod  to  be  obferved  in  altering  or  repealing  any 
Bye-Law,  Rule,  or  Order.

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X.  The  Prefident,  Vice-Prefidents,  and  Trea- 
furer,  or  either  of  them,  any  five  of  the  Committee, 
or  any  ten  of  the  Governors,  have  Power  at  any 
Time  to  call  a  General  Meeting,  by  fending  Notice 
in  Writing,  figned  by  their  Name  or  Names,  to  the 
Secretary,  and  expreffing  the  Bufinefs  for  fuch 
Meeting;  and  the  Secretary  fhall  give  at  leaft  four 
Days  Notice  thereof  in  fome  of  the  Daily  Papers. 

XI.  The  Prefident,  Vice-Prefidents,  and  Trea- 
furer,  or  either  of  them,  or  any  three  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  may  call  a  Meeting  of  the  Committee  at 
any  Time,  by  fending  Notice  in  Writing,  figned 
with  their  Name  or  Names,  and  expreffing  the  Pur- 
pofe  of  fuch  Meeting  ;  and  the  Secretary  fhall  give 
at  lead  two  Days  Notice  thereof  by  a  circular  Let¬ 
ter  to  the  Members  of  the  Committee. 

XII.  In  Cafe  of  the  Sicknefs,  Death,  or  Refigna- 
tion  of  any  Officer,  or  any  other  Circumftances  or 
Accidents  wffiich  may  prevent  his  Attendance,  the 
Prefident ,  Vice-Prefidents ,  or  Preafurer ,  or  either  of 
them,  fhall  be  empowered  to  appoint  any  other 
Perfon  to  officiate  in  his  Stead,  until  the  then  next 
Meeting  of  the  Monthly  Committee,  who  fhall 
either  approve  of  luch  Appointment,  or  nominate

XIII.  In  Cafe  of  a  Vacancy  of  any  Officer  or  Ser¬ 
vant  of  this  Charity,  the  Treafurer  fhall,  within  four 
Days  afterwards,  caufe  a  Meeting  of  the  Monthly 
Committee  to  be  called,  which  Committee  fhall  ap¬ 
point  a  Day  of  Ele&ion  to  fill  up  fuch  Vacancy.

Nobility,  Members  of  Parliament,  La¬ 
dies,  and  fuch  Governors  as  are  unavoidably  pre¬ 
vented  from  perfonal  Attendance,  may  appoint  ip, 
Writing  other  Governors  as  their  Proxies  to  vote 
for  them  at  any  Eleddon. 

XVIII.  The  Committee,  at  their  Meeting  in  the 
Month  of  October,  fhail  nominate  proper  Perfons 
to  be  recommended  to  the  next  General  Meeting  as 
z  Committee  for  the  Year  enfuing,  in  which  not 
more*  than  twenty  of  the  old  Committee  fhail  be 
permitted  to  remain,  nor  fhail  any  one  remain 
longer  than  three  Years  fiicceirively. 

XIX.  The  Committee,  at  their  Meeting  in  Oc¬ 
tober,  fhail  appoint  a  Committee  of  five  Perfons  to 
audit  the  Treafurer’s  Accounts  for  the  preceding 
Year,  three  of  whom  fhali  be  fufficierit  for  that 
Purpofe,  who  fhali  make  their  Report  at  the  next 
General  Meeting. 

XX.  A  Medical  Committee,  confining  of  fix

Performs,  fhall  be  like  wife  chofen  by  the  Monthly 
Committee,  on  the  firffc  Thurfday  in  October  an¬ 
nually,  out  of  fuch  Governors  as  pradtife  Phylic, 
Surgery,  or  Pharmacy,  or  are  converfant  in  the 
Knowledge'  of  Drugs  and  Medicines,  to  examine 
the  Bills  for  the  fame,  and  to  report  thereon  as 
they  fee  Occafion  to  the  Committee,  who  fhall 
afterwards  report  the  fame  at  the  next  General 
Meeting  for  their  Confideration. 

XXI.  If  any  Officer  or  Servant  of  the  Charity 
fhall  take  of  any  Tradefmarg  Patient,  or  others, 
any  Reward  or  Gratuity,  diredtly  or  indirectly,  he 
fhall  be  immediately  difeharged. 

XXII,  The  Officers  and  Servants  of  the  Charity 
are  to  attend  the  General  Meetings  and  Commit¬ 
tees,  to  give  fuch  Information,  and  do  fuch  Ru  fine  ft 
as  may  be  required.

Such  Patients  (living  within  the  Diftrict)  as  are 
unable  perfonally  to  attend,  muff  fend  their  Letters 
of  Recommendation  by  fome  fit  Perfon  to  the  Dif¬ 
penfary,  who  will  be  furnifhed  with  proper  Medi¬ 
cines,  and  the  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  will  attend 
them  at  their  Places  of  Abode  when  nogdlary.

The  Phyfician  is  to  attend  at  the  Difpenfary 
at  Ten  o’Clock  every  Day  (Sundays  excepted;  to 
give  Advice  to  fuch  Out-Patients  as  come  pro¬ 
perly  recommended,  and  afterwards  to  vifit  the 
Home  Patients  at  the  Places  of  their  Abode,  as  the 
Cafe  may  require.
